Government must 
test children for 
virus 

T he government is failing to show any 
competence in tackling the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

We are not testing sick people for the virus! 

Our schools remain open, and there are good argu¬ 
ments for this, as well as for closing them in part or 
in full. The risks have not been properly considered 
by the government. 

Should a child fall sick, it’s left for the parents 
to decide what action to take, whether to isolate the 
family and to decide when the child is well enough 
to return to school. 

Sick children are not tested for coronavirus - 
nor are their parents should they feel unwell. The 
siblings of sick children are still in attendance at 
schools. 


We need a policy here in Wales so that all children 
who fall sick are tested immediately. The siblings 
of a sick child must not attend school until it’s con¬ 
firmed by a doctor that the illness is not coronavirus. 

We must adopt the Precautionary Principal in our 
daily lives - and so too must the decision-makers 
responsible for the health and welfare of children 
and their families. 

It seems to be only a matter of time before there 
is a serious outbreak of coronavirus resulting from 
poor policy decisions related to schools. No child 
should be in attendance at school when a close 
family member may be infected. 

The WHO are telling nations to test, test and test 
again for coronavirus - with commentators sug¬ 
gesting that their comments are aimed at the UK. 
We need to restart community testing. We need to 
know who has this virus so we can tackle it. 

The Welsh Government needs to act now to keep 
children and their families safe from this virus. It’s 
clear that the NHS is not equipped to deal with this 
pandemic and government policy is poorly con¬ 
sidered and seriously flawed.

Where’s the detail 
on council tax rises? 

M y wife and I have just received our 
annual notification of State pension 
increase for the coming year - a com¬ 
bined increase of some £24 for the pair of us. 

Hard on the heels of that came our 2020-21 
council tax notification. The increase immediately 
consumed 54 per cent of that small increase. 

Whilst individually these are small amounts of 
money, they do matter when scaled up across the 
numbers of eligible households in the Vale. 

Since 2009-10, my council tax has risen from £38 
per month to £50 per month - with no discernible 
parallel increase in efficiency of service delivery or 
actual service offerings. 

I read, with no little ire, the homily you printed on 
behalf of the leader of our council which to my eye 
seemed far too complacent and very low on detail 
with regard to how the now-ritualised 4.9 per cent 
rise in council tax was arrived at. 

By the way, it was not apologetic in any way that 
I could read. 

Their idea of a council consultation seems akin 
to asking a condemned man how he’d like to be 
executed, rather than offering any hope of a reprieve 
or release! 

As the treasurer of a voluntary organisation, I am 
responsible for the income and expenditure of our 
group and have a duty to provide our members with 
a full and open account of our financial status at any 
time of year it that it may be requested. 

When I present the statement of accounts at our 
AGM I can expect some rigorous examinations of 
both the state of our bank balance, how income 
was derived, how monies were spent and a severe 
cross-examination on any proposals I might make to 
increase income by upping the subscriptions! 

Yet our Council think they can get away with a 
few glib lines in a piece in a local newspaper. 

There is no effort to explain the details of eg, the 
increase in the block grant from the Welsh Assembly 
Government - how much it was in money terms, 
where it will be allocated and how those allocations 
will impact the council tax bills of residents. 

While many people may not care or be in a situa¬ 
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tion to see this as important, it is. 

This is money either raised as a direct tax from us 
or allocated from central funds to help sustain OUR 
communities. 

Management of the monies the Council holds - on 
our behalves - is not a sinecure or privilege of elec¬ 
tion but is a duty on behalf of the communities the 
council is, allegedly, there to serve. 

Can the council not provide a simple breakdown, 
as outlined above, on its website; so that those of us 
who are interested in where our taxes are spent can 
clearly see? 

Or, perish the thought, maybe our leader could 
publish that in The GEM instead of the complacent, 
self-publicising drivel we usually see.

Churches services 
will not take place 

C hurch services and gatherings of public 
worship should no longer take place, say 
the Bishops of the Church in Wales in 
their latest guidance for clergy in relation to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

They also say all weddings planned before the 
end of July should be postponed, baptisms should 
take place in small gatherings of no more than 
10 people, and funerals only be conducted at the 
graveside or crematoria. 

Confirmation services scheduled between now 
and June are to be postponed. 

Church buildings, however, can remain open as 
places of prayer and contemplation. 

Their advice in a Pastoral Declaration follows 
the latest advice from the Government calling for 
all non-essential social contact. 

It includes advice for caring for people in the 
community. 

In a Pastoral Declaration, the Bishops say: “At 
such a time as this, and during this holy season of 
Lent, we are mindful of the Good Shepherd, who 
laid down his life for his sheep. 

“We are holding all who are anxious, all who 
are unwell, and all who are grieving in our pray¬ 
ers, asking that the presence of the risen Christ 
may be near to us, wherever we may be, through¬ 
out the difficult months ahead. 

“We are issuing this pastoral declaration in 
light of new governmental advice on Coronavirus 
(COVID-19). 

“On the evening of Monday, March 16, 2020, 
the Prime Minister advised that all non-essential 
social contact and all unnecessary travel should 
cease. 

During questions in the House of Commons, 
the Secretary of State for Health and Social Care 
confirmed that the guidance relating to non-es¬ 
sential social contact includes faith groups and 
religious gatherings.”

Trapped cat 
returns home

A CAT which had a lucky escape from 
being trapped between two walls is now 
safely back at home with her family. 

The black and white cat, called Max had become 
stuck after she squeezed into a gap between two 
walls which measures three inches. 

The moggy, who was described by the RSPCA as 
“extremely frightened and cold” was freed from the 
narrow gap with the help of the South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service last Monday, March 9. 

Max could only move her head when she was 
reported to the animal welfare and rescue charity at 
7.30am on the Monday. 

Firefighters, with the permission of the homeown¬ 
ers, knocked through the wall of one of the garages 
to rescue Max.

“Customers looking to pur¬ 
chase high quality ingredients 
will be able to seek advice and 
information from the staff, 
including the in-house butcher 
and chefs, on anything from 
recipes to food traceability. 

“Designed by an award-win¬ 
ning architect to blend into the 
surrounding landscape, the tim¬ 
ber-structured building is clad in 
Siberian larch and sits alongside 
a recently-planted truffle orchard. 

“Overlooking the Thaw valley, 
the restaurant provides a beautiful 
location to enjoy a drink, light bite 
or something more substantial. 
With community at the heart of 
the Forage ethos, the intention 
is to provide a space welcome 
to everyone, whether meeting 
friends, colleagues or enjoying a 
family day out.

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Conservatives slam 
council tax increase in 
the Vale of Glamorgan 


CONSERVATIVES on the Vale Council slammed 
last week’s announcement of an “inflation busting” 
4.9 per cent council tax rise after the Labour-Vale 
Independent coalition’s motion was approved by a 
majority of councillors. 

The Leader of the Vale Conservatives, Cllr Vineent Bailey, 
ealled the rise a “massive blow to hard pressed residents”, 
and eriticised other parties for refusing to baek his proposed 
1.8 per cent rise, which would be in line with inflation. 

Cllr Bailey proposed an amendment to the reve¬ 
nue budget at the council meeting which called for 
the use of an additional £2.2million from reserves. 

However, the amendment was rejected, after Labour 
and Vale Independent councillors voted against. 

Clh Bailey said the hike came despite the council hav¬ 
ing received an extra £6.6 million this year from Welsh 
Government - more than enough to freeze council tax entirely. 

He said: “This is a hammer blow for hard-pressed 


residents, and there’s simply no justification for it whatsoever. 

“In recent years the Vale has been under-funded 
by Welsh Government, but this year saw an addi¬ 
tional £6.6 million - enough to keep council tax in 
line with inflation, and to support under pressure services. 

“We cannot allow massive hikes in council tax to 
become the norm, and whilst there are times that the pub¬ 
lic can accept paying a little more, we don’t believe that 
the current context justifies a hike of 4.9 per cent.” 

“As a one-off, I proposed using some of this extra money 
to ease the pressure on hard pressed council taxpayers. 

“This would have resulted in a small council tax rise of 
1.8 per cent. Unfortunately, this was blocked by Labour 
and the Vale Independent Group - all of whom were elected 
as Conservatives, promising to keep council tax fair. 

“They have betrayed their local communities, and 
their spineless support of Labour’s council tax hike 
will be punished at the ballot box in two years time.”

Retailers tell local 
politicians about 
their Covid 19 
worries and fears

THEY were particularly frustrated that, following the Chancellor’s announcement 
in last week’s Budget of a raft of financial support for small businesses in England, 
the Welsh Government had not announced what support would be available in Wales. 

In the budget, the Chancellor announced: 

• No business rates for the next 12 months for those businesses with a rateable value of up to 
£51,000; 

• £3,000 grant for the smallest businesses (those qualifying for Small Business Rates Relief, with 
a rateable value of up to £15,000); 

• £5,000 discount off the business rates bills of pubs with a rateable value of up to £100,000. 

The following day, their questions were answered when the Welsh Government announced 
a package of support worth more than £200m for small businesses to help them during the 
coronavirus outbreak. 

This package consisted oF: 

• Retail, leisure and hospitality businesses with a rateable value of £51,000 or less will pay no rates. 

• Pubs with a rateable value of between £51,000 and £100,000 will receive a £5,000 reduction on 
their bill. 

• A further £100m will be available for a new grant scheme for small businesses. Further details on 
this new grant scheme will be confirmed as soon as possible. 

Ms Stephenson said: “The Cowbridge traders also demanded clarity from both the UK and Welsh 
Governments on whether they will receive compensation - either from the government or their 
insurance providers - if they suffer significant losses or are forced to close their businesses. 

“Closure could be as a result of either a dramatic reduction in sales (as they are currently expe¬ 
riencing), lack of staff due to illness or self-isolation, or a Government-imposed lock down across. 

“All business owners were incredibly concerned about the health and economic wellbeing of their 
staff They are very aware that their employees have mortgages to pay and families to look after, and 
are desperate to avoid a situation where staff either have to endure a pay cut or worse still lose their 
jobs. 

“They wanted more clarity from the UK government on the implementation of Statutory Sick Pay 
(SSP) and Universal Credit for their employees.” 

Alun Cairns MP commented, “I am really pleased about the support that was announced in the 
Budget and the additional money that Wales will receive as a result. It’s incredibly important that 
businesses get the support they need to navigate through this difficult time. 

“I’m glad that the First Minister has confirmed that he will match the 100 per cent cut in rates.” 

The Vale MP added, “This is an example where both governments are working together on the 
health aspect but the same must be done on business support. I will continue to monitor this situation 
closely, as it’s vital that Welsh businesses get through this.”

Bridgend and tt 

Schools are set to close as 
holiday is brought forward 


SCHOOLS will be shutting 
all over Wales as a result 
of a decision by the Welsh 
Government to bring for¬ 
ward the Easter holidays. 

The decision was announced on 
Wednesday, March 18, by the Minister 
for Education, Kirsty Williams AM. 

She said: “Today, 1 can announce we 
are bringing forward the Easter break 
for schools in Wales. Schools across 
Wales will close for statutory provision 
of education at the latest on March 20. 

“1 have been clear up to now that 
the continuity of education and the 
wellbeing of our learners has been 
at the heart of my decision mak¬ 
ing. This will always be the case. 

“From next week, schools will have 
a new purpose. They will help support 
those most in need, including people 
involved in the immediate response 
to the coronavirus outbreak. 1 am 
working with my colleagues in the 
cabinet, with government officials 
and our partners in local government 
to develop and finalise these plans. 

“The key areas we are looking 


at are supporting and safeguarding 
the vulnerable and ensuring continu¬ 
ity of learning. We are looking in 
detail at how we can support and 
safeguard all those who benefit 
from free school meals and chil¬ 
dren with additional learning needs. 

“While this will apply to schools, 
childcare settings are expected to 
remain open until we have defini¬ 
tive advice from the Chief Medical 
Officer and from Public Health 
Wales that any closures are required. 
Parents can, and should, speak with 
their usual childcare providers if they 
need care over the Easter holidays 

“1 have discussed my intentions 
with the Leader of the Welsh Local 
Government Association, Andrew 
Morgan, who reflects the views of local 
authorities. Some school staff will likely 
have an important role to play in this. 

“We are working closely with 
our key stakeholders to look at what 
this will look like for both educa¬ 
tion and childcare settings, including 
Flying Start. This position will of 
course evolve over the coming days 


and will be reviewed 
on an ongoing basis. 

“One of the critical 
decisions that we will 
seek to clarify with 
urgency is that of the 
forthcoming examina¬ 
tions. 1 am also working 
with Qualifications Wales 
and the WJEC about this 
year’s exam series. In 
line with all education 
ministers across the UK, 

1 will be making a further 
announcement shortly.” 

Laura Doel, director of the 
teachers’ union, NAHT Cymru, 
said: “NAHT Cymru welcomes the 
announcement by Education Minister 
Kirsty Williams to close all schools. 

“Details of how we can support 
vulnerable children and children of 
key workers are yet to be finalised, but 
school leaders and teachers will want 
to be part of the national response. 

“Schools play a pivotal role as part 
of the social fabric of our commu¬ 
nities and we will work with Welsh 


Government to make sure the sup¬ 
port systems are in place to ensure 
key workers can remain in work. 

“School leaders have been under 
immense pressure in recent days and 
have worked tirelessly to support their 
staff, their pupils and their families. 
As committed public servants they 
will want to continue to play their 
part during these times of uncertainty. 

“As a union, we will continue 
to work with Welsh Government 
to ensure that we all fulfil our 
civic duty to keep Wales open.”

Bridgend Carers Centre provide 
an essential service to carers in the 
Bridgend area. Reporter Ariane 
spoke with a member of the centre 
to find out more 

A CHARITY in Bridgend is look¬ 
ing to end isolation among carers 
in the area. 

Bridgend Carers Centre, which is on 
Park Street, has been running for over 20 
years - since 1999 - and it has been an 
established charity since 2008. 

In that time, it has been the Centre’s mis¬ 
sion to provide information and support to 
carers in the community, both emotionally 
and practically, giving them some precious 
time to relax and enjoy themselves. 

A spokewoman for the centre said: “A 
very large percentage, about five out of 
seven, of the trustees are carers or former 
carers and most of the staff as well; which 
means the support comes from a lot of 
lived experience.” 

The 2011 Census revealed there were 
370,000 carers in Wales alone at the time 
- this will have increased due to an ageing 
population. 

In the Bridgend area there are around 
18,000 carers, but less than 20% of them 
receive support services. 

According to the Welsh Government, 
96% of annual care in Wales is unpaid and 
people who don’t recognise themselves 
as carers are missing out on vital support 
available. 

Many carers experience loneliness and 
isolation as a result of their responsibilities, 
especially if they’ve had to give up their 
job to become a full time carer - which 
could also in turn have an impact on the 
their finances. 

Bridgend Carers Centre, as well as pro¬ 
viding emotional support, offers respite for 
carers and a chance for them take part in a 
variety of activities such as weekly yoga 
and tai-chi classes. 


The centre also provides specific sup¬ 
port for different groups of carers such as 
veterans and young adults/carers. 

The spokeswoman said: “We provide 
lots of information to help lessen the 
impact of being a carer, and support to 
navigate what can be a complex system 
of health and social care services. Our 
welfare benefits advice is always in high 
demand and has raised almost £2m for 
carers in the area in unclaimed benefits.” 

As the population ages, the expectation 
for unpaid care is increasing and so is the 
impact on individual carers: financially, 
emotionally and socially. 

The centre, which supported almost

1,000 newly identified carers in Bridgend 
last year, said that early identification of 
carers and support intervention can help 
to mitigate negative effects substantially. 

The centre has links with many of the 
local schools, the college in Bridgend, 
as well as GPs, the Princess of Wales 
Hospital and Macmillan Cancer Support. 

The spokeswoman added: “We have a 
community cafe on a Wednesday run by 
our valued volunteers, which carers can 
attend along with those they care for; and 
staff are always available for a cup of cof¬ 
fee and a chat during 
centre opening hours.” 


Health and social care organisations 
from across Wales came together through 
the Welsh NHS Confederation’s Policy 
Forum to outline key issues and priorities 
for the Health, Social Care and Sport 
Committee as part of their inquiry into the 
impact of the Social Services and Well¬ 
being (Wales) Act in 2014 in relation to 
carers last year. 

In the document, it detailed the role of a 
carer and who it could apply to. 

It said: “The Welsh Government defines 
a carer as ‘anyone of any age, who provides 
unpaid care and support to a relative, friend 
or neighbour who is disabled, physically 
or mentally ill, or affected by substance 
misuse’. Carers can be involved in a whole 
range of practical, physical, personal and 
administrative tasks. Examples might 
include: cooking; housework; lifting, 
washing and dressing the person cared for; 
helping with toileting needs; administer¬ 
ing medication; and providing emotional 
support.” 

It also said that three in five of us 
will become carers at some point in our 
lives, with 103,594 people in Wales pro¬ 
viding over 50 hours of unpaid care per 
week. 

The number of carers is still growing 
and it is estimated that by 2037 there will 
be over half a million carers in Wales - a 
40% rise. The care provided by unpaid 
carers in Wales is worth an estimated £8.1 
billion a year. 

Carers can drop into the centre any 
time it is open.

The new technology, 
owned by Amazon 
and rVONA, is called 
‘Geraint’ and can 
provide clear Welsh 
language journey 
announcements and up 
to the minute changes. 

Gweirydd Davies, 
head of Welsh 
Language Strategy at 
Transport for Wales, 
said: “Creating a bilin¬ 
gual transport system is 
a priority for us at TfW, 
and we’re working with 
the Welsh Language 
Commissioners Office 
to ensure we achieve 
our goals. The addition 
of ‘Geraint’ will make 
a positive difference 
for our Welsh speaking 
customers. 

The old technology 
wasn’t fit for purpose 
when it came to the 
Welsh language, so 
we had to find a new 
solution and develop 
it ourselves. It’s a step 


in the right direction 
in making our net¬ 
work bilingual and 
we’re excited to look 
at making similar pro¬ 
gress with our on-train 
announcement systems 
too.” 

In Wales, there are 
222 stations, but before 
the introduction of 
‘Geraint’, only a quarter 
of those had a system 
which worked for the 
Welsh language. The 
rest had an old text-to- 
speech system, which 
struggled with Welsh 
pronunciations. 

The new system 
allows TfW’s infor¬ 
mation controllers to 
update customers with 
real time bilingual 
information as any 
changes occur. It was 
piloted in Porthmadog, 
Treforest Estate, 
Skewen, Hengoed and 
Pontyclun late last year 
before the full roll out 
over January, February 
and March. 

In total, 171 stations 
are benefitting from the 
investment.

Bridgend College: 

A sustainable way of 
tackling period poverty 
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BRIDGEND College is delighted 
to have launched a sustainable 
initiative in a bid to tackle period 
poverty in the community. 

Funded by the Welsh Government and 
in partnership with Silly Panda and Wings 
Cymru, the scheme is an eco-friendly, 
innovative approach to promote period 
dignity by giving students at the College 
access to sustainable solutions to sanitary 
products and breaking the stigma surround¬ 
ing periods. 

This is a really exciting partnership, as 
Bridgend College is the first college in 
Wales to provide free eco-friendly packs 
to students. 

Silly Panda is a small indie business in 
south Wales, created in 2014 by Becca 
Mapp. Becca started by creating reusable 
cloth menstmal pads for friends which 
quickly gained popularity and blossomed 
into a busy full-time job. 

As part of the launch, these free prod¬ 
ucts were offered in a gender-neutral and 
inclusive way to anyone who experiences 
periods or knows someone who does. 

The pack includes a branded wash 
bag, reusable sanitary pads in a variety of 
appealing designs, a menstrual cup, a stain 
remover bar, drying strap, a locally made 
soap bar and an exclusive discount voucher 
for the purchase of further products. 

To raise awareness throughout Women’s 
History Month in March, the Student 
Wellbeing Team and the College’s female 
student focus group, the GRL Society, 


coordinated a number of buzz sessions that 
were open to all genders to educate and to 
raise awareness of period poverty amongst 
students. 

Members of the GRL Society have 
already trialled the products with positive 
feedback: 

One member said: “Reusable Pads are 
amazing - the soft material is much more 
comfortable. I no longer have to buy tam¬ 
pons - the organic cup is cost-effective and 
lasts up to 12 hours.” 

The College, along with its partners 
within the scheme, want a community 
where periods are fully understood, 
accepted and normalised by all and access 
to products of choice are available in the 
most dignified way. The initiative has a 
gender-neutral approach which aims to 
eradicate stigma and myths so that no one 
is ashamed or embarrassed to talk about 
periods. 

Student Wellbeing and Safeguarding 
Manager, Samantha Gunnarsson, said: 
“We are really excited about this initiative. 
Awareness across the College has been 
entirely student-led and we’ve had a lot of 
positive feedback from students who have 
already tested the products. We understand 
that the impact of single-use plastics on 
the environment is a hot topic amongst our 
students and our aim is to do our bit to find 
solutions for that.” 

According to the Women’s 
Environmental Network, a woman will go 
through an average of more than 11,000 
disposable menstrual products throughout 



the course of her life, which contribute to 
more than 200,000 tonnes of waste per year 
(Independent, 2019).

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‘Save people’s lives by not visiting residential 
homes’ says Welsh social care chief 


A SOCIAL care leader is urg¬ 
ing people not to not to visit 
relatives living in care homes 
in the Vale or Bridgend county 
borough unless it’s “abso¬ 
lutely essential” so they can 
protect their loved ones from 
coronavirus. 

Mario Kreft MBE, the chair of Care 
Forum Wales, said care homes were 
“safe havens” for elderly and vulnera¬ 
ble people so it was vital to ensure the 
highest possible standards of infection 
control. 

Mr Kreft, who also owns eight care 
homes in Wrexham and Caernarfon, 
is also calling on health boards to cut 
bureaucracy so that older patients who 
no longer need hospital care can be 
transferred to care homes. 

Expediting that process would help 
free up hospital beds and allow the 
discharged patients to receive care in a 
more appropriate setting. 

He said Care Forum Wales 
was in regular contact with Welsh 
Government health experts and they 
were passing on the latest scientific 
advice to their 400-plus members 
across Wales. 

Mr Kreft said: “In my organisation, 
Pendine Park, we’re already signif¬ 
icantly reducing the number people 
“entering homes and we’ve introduced 
washing stations outside each of them. 

“We’ve got to do everything that we 
can to ensure that people are safe, and 
I would say this to anybody who wants 


to visit a loved one in a care home 
to think very, very carefully because 
totally accidentally this virus could be 
transmitted. 

“Simply put, not visiting care homes 
is likely to save people’s lives. 

“I think it’s very important that we 
recognise that care homes will be a 
safe haven. 

“There has been a lot of talk about 
cocooning people. It makes a lot of 
sense as a principle to use our care 
homes. 

“There are over 20,000 people in 
care homes in Wales and over 500,000 
in the UK. 

“We need to ensure that those 
organisations are properly supported 
to do the job that they’re there to do 
and that is to protect and safeguard 
the people that they care for, and their 
staff. 

“The other important thing now is to 
make sure that we get as many people 
into the sector where there is capacity. 

“ft is important to relieve pressure 
on the NHS which is already pretty 
much at capacity. 

“The message from Care Forum 
Wales is that we have to ensure that 
we make the room that is needed in 
our NHS. 

“People should be moved to care 
homes because they are relatively safe 
places and they will be well cared for. 

“ft is vital that we reduce the bureau¬ 
cracy to a bare minimum. Putting 
paper work ahead of the people’s lives 
cannot be tolerated in an emergency 


situation like this. 

“We need to learn from the Italian 
experience in terms of increasing 
capacity in our health care system. 

“I think all of the evidence is sug¬ 
gested that we need to push this epi¬ 
demic back as far as we can so that the 
NHS will be able to cope and so-called 
herd immunity is achieved in the wider 
population.. 

“If we’re not very careful and we 
don’t give this the planning that we 
need to, we’re going to be finding that 
these people are hugely at risk. 

“By definition, the people in care 
homes and nursing homes are vul¬ 
nerable because they have underlying 
problems. 

“People in the community who 
receive domiciliary care are also 
vulnerable and often have respiratory 
problems. 

“These people are the matriarchs 
and patriarchs of our communities 
across Wales and we must not be 
ageist in our approach in terms of 
prioritising resources. 

“We need to do everyihing possible 
to protect our vulnerabh people. It is 
our duty as a caring society to do that.”

“The council and its partners are continuing to support these efforts. 

“In addition, across all services in the local authority, a huge amount of planning and operational 
work is underway to ensure that priority services can be maintained.”

Following the winter storms, a large number of 
PVC pipe coils have been washed up along the 
coastline at Porthcawl and further afield, having 
been lost from a shipping container at sea, and 
they thank all who contacted them with details of 
sightings of the coils. 

NCI are working with HM Coastguard, the har¬ 
bourmaster and the supplier to effect a prompt and 
safe recovery. Although this is something different 
for themr, their position along the coastline and 
local knowledge allows them to assist. The NCI 
has a duty of care to safeguard the coastline and to 
protect wildlife wherever possible. 

Porthcawl enjoys a close working relationship 
with watchkeepers from Worms Head NCI and 
have started joint watches with their colleagues 
there, taking an opportunity to learn how other 
stations operate.

PLANT Llantwit’s 
column will help Gem 
readers towards green¬ 
er gardens, great or 
tiny. 

This month’s hot 
topic is compost, 
making and buying it. 

Making compost 
is easy, and a valu¬ 
able free resource. 

First, choose 
your container, 
according to taste, 
budget, creative 
skills, and space: a 
plastic Dalek-type 
bin, a wooden one, 
or just a pile! 
Plastic bins are 
relatively cheap, 
you can lift off 


when full, cover the heap 
with a sack till your com¬ 
post is ready, and start 
afresh with the same bin. 

I love my wooden New 
Zealand-style double, 
made by Vision21 in 
Barry. Or use pallets for 
a similar effect. 

Wood allows better 
aeration and greater bio¬ 
diversity, in fact your 
compost heap should be a 
healthy little eco-system. 
Children and adults can 
investigate who’s at work 
in your heap, especially 
with a magnifying glass. 

In Pembrokeshire, 
grass-snakes used our 
open wooden heaps for 
basking and breeding. 


and here in Llantwit 
we’ve had slow-worms 
enjoying the warmth of 
plastic bins. 

Site your bin conven¬ 
iently near your kitch¬ 
en door, and if possible, 
choose a sunny spot (not 
on concrete), so it all rots 
down faster. 

Add a good mix of 
Nitrogen-rich materi¬ 
als: sappy weeds, grass 
clippings,fruit and veg 
peelings, tea-leaves and 
coffee-grounds, together 
with carbon-rich materi¬ 
als: scrunched-up paper 
and cardboard. 

Don’t add: meat, fish 
or cheese, which attract 
rodents. 


Leave out perennial 
weeds and woody prun- 
ings. Use these to make 
a habitat pile, or use your 
green waste bag. 

Autumn leaves are 
better separately in a bin 
bag, as they decompose 
slowly. 

Your heap should be 
moist but not soggy, you 
are aiming to attract all 
the organisms that break 
down plant material, 
including bacteria, fungi, 
woodlice and worms. 
Adjust by using a cover, 
or not. 

Your compost is 
ready when most of it 
becomes unrecognisable, 
is uniformly brown and 
nice-smelling. You can 
spread it on the soil in 
winter, or mulch around 
plants. When growing 
potatoes, spread a good 
layer on top.

Home-made compost 
is great, but for growing 
seeds, it’s worth buying 
a bag. Please make sure 
it’s peat-free. So much 
peat has been removed 
from lowland bogs, we 
are fast losing these valu¬ 
able habitats. 

Peat bogs also store 
large amounts of carbon, 
which is released into 
the atmosphere when it’s 
dug out. So, by avoiding 
peat, you are leaving the 
carbon locked safely in 
the ground, and benefit- 
ting specialised plants 
and animals, that can live 
nowhere else. 

Peat-free composts 
vary enormously. Garden 
Organic recommends 
Sylvagrow, Fertile Fibre, 
and Dalefoot. 

Topical tips: 

• Don’t rush to cut the 
grass: if you can’t wait, 
raise the blades. 

• Let some dandelions 
flower, to feed emerging 
queen bumblebees. 

• Sow seeds indoors: 
sweet peppers (need 
a sunny window-sill), 
tomatoes, aubergines. 


chillies, tomatilloes. 

• Outdoor seeds: peas, 
broadbeans, chard, car¬ 
rots, beetroot. 

• Potatoes: if it’s too 
cold for planting, chit 
(sprout) them in a cool 
light place. Save space 
by growing in gar- 
den-waste bags. 

• Jerusalem artichokes: 
choose a spot where they 
can continue growing in 
future years. 

• If you don’t have 
chives or Welsh onions, 
beg some from a friend. 

•Watch for hedgehogs 
emerging from hiberna¬ 
tion. Help them with a 
bowl of dog food mixed 
with porridge-oats.

RESIDENTS’ calls for safety improvements at a 
level crossing in Rhoose must not be ignored, South 
Wales Central AM and local councillor Andrew R T 
Davies has said. 

The crossing falls on a footpath linking Rhoose Point with the 
Golwg Y Mor development and has seen an increase in footfall as 
more housing has been built. 

Its proximity to the children’s play area at Heol Y Sianel is 
of particular concern, since many young people use the crossing 
unaccompanied to access it. 

Mr Davies has visited the site with Network Rail public affairs 
manager Sam Hadley and area level crossing manager Ronnie 
Gallagher, to discuss his concerns. 

They have confirmed they are assessing options to enhance 


safety features at the crossing, while they also hope better footpaths 
to the gated crossing on Station Road and the bridge at Pentir Y De 
will provide a safer routes. 

Mr Davies said: “Residents rightly want reassurance that the 
crossing is safe, not least because its proximity to a play area means 
children use it unaccompanied. 

“I am extremely grateful to Sam and Ronnie for setting out how 
safety at the crossing is monitored. The crossing pre-dates the new 
development at Golwg Y Mor, so it is vital routes are put in place 
to the safer crossing points at Station Road and Pentir Y De. 

This would mean most people would no longer need to use the 
crossing, with other more suitable routes available. 

“I will be pressing the Council on this, since the safety of young 
people is paramount.”

NEW flats and apartments could be 
built in Porthcawl on the site of the 
empty Glamorgan Holiday Hotel. 

The apartments would overlook the harbour 
and Sandy Bay. The development, of course, 
will have to satisfy planners at Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC).

“He ran a college offering 
Filipino students the chance 
to succeed globally by 
learning about information 
technology, and some of that 
has clearly mbbed off on me.

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Please don’t flush 
your wipes urges 
Welsh Water 


WELSH Water has 
urged its customers 
not to flush wet wipes 
or kitchen roll down 
their toilets if they are 
affected by a toilet 
paper shortage during 
the COVID-19 (“coro- 
navirus”) outbreak. 

The company made 
the warning amid reports 
of shortages of toilet 
paper in shops, which 
may lead to higher sales 
of non-flushable alterna¬ 
tives, like wet wipes or 
kitchen roll. 

Wet wipes are the 
major cause of sewer 
blockages in the UK 
- with wipes found in 
an estimated 93% of 
blockages every year. 
The blockages cost the 
company £7 million to 
tackle, and amount to 
around 2,000 incidents 
every month. 


The company has 
urged customers to throw 
any wipes or kitchen roll 
in the bin, rather than 
down the toilet. 

Many supermarkets in 
the country have reported 
running out of toilet 
paper as shoppers buy 
in bulk as a result of the 
virus outbreak. 

Wipes, along with 
other items like nappies 
and sanitary products, 
don’t break down in 
pipes like toilet paper 
and can combine with 
fats, oils and grease to 
create blockages which 
are difficult to clear and 
can cause raw sewage 
to build up and flood 
homes, businesses and 
the environment. 

Steve Wilson, Welsh 
Water’s managing direc¬ 
tor of wastewater, said: 
“While we encourage 
everyone to practice 


good hygiene to protect 
against coronavirus, wet 
wipes and kitchen roll 
can be hugely damaging 
to our sewers. 

“Throwing these items 
away in the bin instead of 
flushing them will reduce 
the number of blockages 
and the risk of flooding 
to homes, businesses and 
the environment during 
what is likely to be a 
difficult time for many 
people. 

“It’s too early to say 
what impact the outbreak 
has had on our sewers 
but, as always, we’d urge 
everyone to only flush 
the 3Ps - pee, poo and 
paper - to help avoid 
problems.” 

On average, Welsh 
Water spends £7 mil¬ 
lion every year clearing 
28,000 blockages from 
its sewers. 


FAT FACTS 

• Welsh Water spends 
around £7 million a 
year elearing avoidable 
blookages in sewers - 
the oost is passed onto 
oustomers through 
sewerage bills. 

•Around two thirds 
of sewer blookages on 
Welsh Water's network 
are oaused by inappro¬ 
priate substanoes like 
fat, oil and grease (FOG), 
wet wipes and sanitary 
produots being flushed 
down the loo. 

•This year Welsh 
Water had to olear a 
major 'fatberg' blook- 
age from underneath a 
busy Cardiff street. 

• The build-up of fat, 
oil and grease is indi- 
reotly responsible for 
many oases of sewer 
flooding. 

If we all take oare not 
to tip our greasy lefto¬ 
vers into the sewerage 
system, the number of 
oustomers affeoted by 
flooding will be signifi- 
oantly reduoed. 


KEEPING 
BEES 

News from Fonmon Apiary 

With Harold Williams 


Planning for a population boom 
in hives this spring 






ON the few spring-like days so far this year, 
all of the colonies take the opportunity to 
exploit the offerings of the day, i.e. crocus, 
catkins, celandines, primrose and dandelions. 

Evidence of visits to the flowers can be 
observed in the pollen baskets on the legs of 
the returning foragers. 

As I have trays under the mesh floors of 
several hives, among the debris that collects 
over a period of days, pollen can be found 
and I can then mount this pollen onto a glass 
microscope slide where the difference in 
shape/colour gives proof positive of these 
flowers. 

Many pollen grains can look very much 
alike but they do have subtle differences that 
indicate their origin. When drier and warmer 
days occur on a regular basis, the first inter¬ 
nal inspection of a colony can be carried out. 

Although examination of the debris from the 
under-floor trays gives me an inkling of what 
is happening internally, only some visual evi¬ 
dence by way of eggs and larvae will confirm 
that colony expansion is taking place. 

What will I expect to see when I open up 
a colony? 

I want to check on the amount of in-house 
food they still have after their winter shut 
down, the vagaries of the weather can 


y 

confine the bees to the hive and they need 
to eat every day so an expanding colony can 
very quickly deplete what food they have. 

Two of the colonies are receiving liquid 
feed to help them along. With the exposure of 
the hive internals, any frames that are reach¬ 
ing the end of their life span can be replaced. 
The Queen may or may not be seen but if 
eggs are visible and if larvae that have devel¬ 
oped from eggs are also visible, then things 
are as they should be and this observation 
confirms the presence of a Queen. 

In the beekeeping world it is the weather 
that is the dominating factor! 

Given good weather, the colonies will be 
sending out foragers to bring in the pollen 
and nectar to meet the demands of a growing 
population. 

What sort of numbers do we have per 
colony at the moment? Between 8,000 and 
10,000, and this will quickly be improved 
upon as our Queens will step up their 
egg-laying activity and from the few hundred 
per day at the moment she will lay something 
like 2,000 per day, and by May our colony 
numbers will easily reach 60,000 to 70,000. 

As a beekeeper I must be on the alert 
and provide the required space i.e. boxes to 
accommodate this rise in numbers.

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Remembering Bridgend’s very own great eseape 


Crowds 
out in 
force 
to view 
scene of 
WWII 
escape 

RECENTLY, the Hut 9 Preservation Group 
held their first open weekend of 2020, once 
again remembering the escape that happened 
75 years ago. 

With nearly 800 visitors attending the event over 
the two days it was yet again a very suceessflil 
weekend, said Hut 9 Preservation Group ehairman, 
Brett Exton. 

Mr Exton said: “On November 2, 1944, the 
Prisoner of War Camp 198 in Bridgend reeeived 
over 1,600 low-ranked German prisoners captured 
in Normandy. 

“However, possibly wishing to get back in to the 
front lines, bored and looking to create mischief 
or desperate to get back home to loved ones, the 
Germans soon set about digging an elaborate escape 
tunnel, which led from hut number 9 to a field 
bordering the camp. 

“In less than four months, a 30-foot long tunnel 
had been completed and it was on the night of 
March10/11, 1945, that Island Farm became the 
scene of the largest German PoW escape in Great 
Britain, when 70 Germans successfully escaped and 
made their bid for freedom. 

“With many twists and turns to the escape story, a 
few of the PoWs were on the run for nearly a week 
until all 70 were eventually recaptured - and none 
made it back home.”

JAY Munn, the Rhoose-based 
boxer, brought his ‘barmy 
army’ to the Vale Sports 
Arena on Saturday night as he 
earned his second win, and his 
third decision win in the pro¬ 
fessional ranks by defeating 
an experienced yet awkward 
opponent in Victor Edagha. 

The 21-year-old Munn was looking 
to repeat the success he had last time 
he fought in Cardiff s Vale Sports 
Arena where he claimed a convinc¬ 
ing victory to kickstart his debut.

The crowd erupted 
in support of Munn when his Italian 
rival circled onto his heavy right hand 
which connected cleanly to his ribs.

shot which echoed around the venue. 

Edagha’s nervous energy was appar¬ 
ent from the first bell, flinching and 
springing out of Munn’s feints. The 
Rhoose boy had to bide his time and 
be patient with the shots he picked. 
This paid dividends as he dropped 
Edagha in the third round with a 
precise right-handed headshot which 
followed from well-measured jabs. 

As the fourth round ensued, the 
super welterweights rose off their 
stools prepared to empty the tank 
for the final round. Mu nn seemed in 
finer fettle than his opponent, even 
after piling on the pressure from the 
front foot in the three previous rounds. 

The 32-year-old visitor was kept 
guessing by the ‘Rhoose Rhino’s’ 
unpredictability as he continued to 
tease punches to the head or mid-sec¬ 
tion by dipping up and down with 
his head. His counter shots were 
clean and affective and he followed 
up with them by closing his oppo¬ 
nent’s long distance and coming onto 
the inside. This was beneficial for 
Munn as he bruised Edagha with 
wincing body shots from both hands. 

As fatigue set in, the fight became 
even more one-sided. The Italian 
fighter’s once light footed unorthodox 
approach declined into a moping, back 
footed posture. His opponent main¬ 
tained his relentless energy though as 
the crowd stayed chanting his name. 
Munn stayed on the front foot until the 
final bell rung. His performance was 
eventually honoured as his hand was 
raised much to the Arena’s delight.
